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Council confirms funding and charity launches HQ appeal

PAYING FOR 
EXTRA PLAY 


A CHARITY for disabled children 
is to launch a fundraising scheme 
to secure a new home and provide 
more services in Banbury. 

The Let’s Play Project - which offers 
youngsters, aged five to 18, a range of 
activities including cooking, days out 
and sports days - has secured more 
than £280,000 from Oxfordshire County 
Council, so it can run for the next 19 
months. 

The group, which began in 2001 and 
became a registered charity in 2005, 
welcomes about 70 to 80 families every 
week to St Mary’s Primary School in 
Southam Road. Last Friday, about 30 
children took part in a cooking event 
there. 

Now project manager Deborah Kerri- 
son, who has praised the school for its 
support, said the group would be dis¬ 
cussing ways to raise funds for a bigger 
base. 

It aims to get grants, donations and 
stage events, so that it can pay to relo¬ 
cate in three to five years’ time. 

She said a bigger home would allow 
the charity to meet increasing demand, 
hold more cooking classes by using a 
bigger kitchen and stretch the age limit 
beyond its current cut off point of 18.

The 53-year-old, who is based in Did- 
cot, said: “We need a more purpose- 
built place, because we know we are 
going to grow, and a bigger place would 
mean we would be able to help more 
young people.” 

Mrs Kerrison got involved in the char¬ 
ity in 2001, because her daughter, Chloe 
Tyler, had epilepsy, autism and learn¬ 
ing difficulties. 

She said: “Chloe had very challenging 
behaviour and it got to the point where 
she could not access mainstream ac¬ 
tivities and she was very isolated. 

“We realised there were quite a few 
young children who could not access 
activities. It meant she could have fun 
and be well supported, just like other 
children. 

“As a parent, it meant I was less iso¬ 
lated and I do not know how I would 
have managed without the project.” 

Retired journalist and Let’s Play 
trustee Peter Unsworth said he got 
involved with the charity when he 
was at a Banbury job fair earlier this 
month and was taken aback by what 
he came across. 


The 76-year-old, from Chipping War¬ 
den, added: “I was looking for some¬ 
thing that might interest me and I liked 
what I saw. 

“The kids are getting a shared interest 
with other children, because, so often 
when youngsters have a problem, they 
are isolated. 

“You have people that run it who have 
great interest. The people who are run¬ 
ning it have had children there or still 
have children there and they keep it go¬ 
ing.” 

Oxfordshire County Council con¬ 
firmed the £282,216 contract would run 
from September until March 2017.

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Councillors 
block plan 
for houses 

AN ATTEMPT to build a set of 
three houses in Banbury has 
been blocked by councillors for 
a second time, following 
concerns about 
overdevelopment. 

Applicant Norman White was 
refused permission to build the 
homes on a garage block next to 
29 Westbeech Court. 

Councillors had described the 
plan as “cramped” when they 
attended a Cherwell District 
Council planning committee 
meeting. 

The refusal follows an earlier 
refusal by councillors in May 
this year for the building of 
four homes on the site, leading 
Mr White to submit a revised 
application proposing three 
homes. 

But the new proposals were 
rejected by the committee, 
despite being recommended for 
approval by council officers. 

Cherwell’s lead member for 
planning, Michael Gibbard 
said: “Housing development is 
not about squeezing as many 
properties as possible into one 
place. It is about delivering a 
scheme that complements the 
existing area and provides a 
high-quality living 
environment for future 
residents. 

“Although in this case the 
number of houses was reduced 
by one, members still had 
concerns that the proposals 
prioritised the quantity of 
properties over the quality. 

“As such members felt the 
revised proposals still 
represented an 
overdevelopment of the site 
which would have resulted in a 
cramped form of development. 

“The size and design was 
detrimental to the character 
and appearance of the area and 
as such, councillors agreed the 
application should be refused.”

COUPLES across the UK appear to be 
flocking to Oxfordshire to tie the knot 
as new figures reveal our county is the 
place to say "I do". 

Latest figures show that marriage 
across the nation is in decline, with 
only 262,240 weddings in 2013. This 
is compared to around 400,000 after 
the Second World War. 

Despite this, the most recent figures 
available for Oxfordshire provided 
by the Office for National Statistics 
shows our county celebrated 3,627 


weddings in 2011 - compared to 
just 2,390 in 1945. Out of the 3,627 
marriages in the county, 2,342 were 
civil ceremonies and 1,285 were 
religious. 

The superintendent registrar at the 
Oxford Registration Service, Alicja 
Gilroy, believes Oxfordshire is such a 
popular place to get married because 
of the diverse range of venues 
couples can choose from. 

Mrs Gilroy said: "Over the past five 
or six years weddings have been 


creeping up. We have more than 100 
venues for people to choose from. 

"We also attract a lot of people 
from London, and because of our 
universities, we often have a lot of 
students coming back to marry." 

Compared to its neighbouring 
counties, Oxfordshire is one of the 
only places that has seen such an 
increase in marriages since 1945. 

Those looking to wed in Oxfordshire 
can tie the knot at Dovecote Barn at 
Bo Peep Farm in Cherwell, Holiday 


Inn in Oxford, the River and Rowing 
Museum in South Oxfordshire. 

A popular place to wed is St Aldates 
Church, which has celebrated between 
12 and 14 weddings per year for the 
last five years. 

Oxford Registration Office's Mrs 
Gilroy, 57, said their office had 
conducted 2,491 ceremonies this year. 

She added: "Every year we take on 
more places that want to be licensed. 

"We have worked hard and I think 
number is something to be proud of."

Train service is ‘most complained about’ 


THE company that provides 
most of Oxfordshire’s train 
services has received more 
complaints than any other on a 
new consumer website. 

Resolver, which advises 
customers on their rights to 
complain, says FGW, which runs 
services between Oxford, 
London Paddington and 
Hereford, has received 97 
complaints in 2015 so far. 

Complaints cover trains being 
delayed, overcrowded or 


cancelled and poor customer 
service. Chiltern Railways, 
which links Banbury and 
Bicester to London Marylebone, 
received eight complaints and 
Crosscountry, which runs from 
Oxford to Newcastle and 
Bournemouth, got 20. 

Chris Bates, chairman of 
Cherwell Rail Users Group, 
regularly uses FGW and CR 
trains from Banbury and Oxford 
to London. He said FGW 
generated more complaints than 


other companies because it had 
to use outdated signals on the 
Great Western network, which 
keep breaking down. Chiltern 
line signals have been 
modernised. He said: “The 
government and Network Rail 
need to fix them.” 

First Great Western 
spokesman James Davis said 
the figures did not tally with a 
decline in complaints, shown by 
Office of Rail Regulation 
statistics.

IT’S one of the great annual mi¬ 
grations; one to rival the move¬ 
ment of wildebeest across the 
plains of the Serengeti - but 
with tankards.

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Cuts will put 
police under 
more strain 


Hunts for missing 
people may be one 
area under threat 

POLICE officers in 
Oxfordshire “won’t be 
able to do the job they 
currently do” as their 
budgets are slashed, it 
has been warned. 

The Thames Valley Po¬ 
lice Federation (TVPF) 
has warned that officers 
will be too stretched due 
to Government cuts of up 
to 20 per cent across polic¬ 
ing nationwide. 

Former chief constable 
of the force Sara Thorn¬ 
ton said recently police 
might not be able to at¬ 
tend burglaries due to the 
cuts, and Manchester’s 
most senior officer Pe¬ 
ter Fahy has said police 
might also not be able to 
investigate missing per¬ 
son reports. 

The TVPF, which rep¬ 
resents police officers

across the county’s force, 
has now claimed this and 
other “non-crime related 
activity” might be affect¬ 
ed amid further Govern¬ 
ment cuts. 

Permanent secretary 
Clive Benson said: “Miss¬ 
ing persons reports and 
mental health aren’t 
crime, but police spend 
an inordinate amount of 
time investigating it. 

“The Government con¬ 
stantly quotes crime sta¬ 
tistics, which are going 
down, using that as a rea¬ 
son to make cuts. 

“But what Theresa May 
doesn’t realise is that 
crime is changing with 
things like cyber crime 
and child sex exploitation 
being far more important 
to the public.” 

Between April 2013 and 
March 2014, 11,787 peo¬ 
ple were reported miss¬ 
ing in the Thames Valley 


region. TVP was heav¬ 
ily criticised in the Op¬ 
eration Bullfinch Serious 
Case Review for not notic¬ 
ing patterns of grooming 
when six girls went miss¬ 
ing about 400 times. 

Since then a Missing 
Persons Panel has been 
set up by Thames Valley 
Police and social services 
at Oxfordshire County 
Council to look at young 
people who have gone 
missing more than once 
in 90 days. 

Thames Valley Police 
spokeswoman Michelle 
Campbell said: “We are 
looking at the current 
demands for our services 
and how we might reduce 
them by working with our 
partners and communi¬ 
ties.” 

Mr Benson said: “This 
issue [cuts to police budg¬ 
ets] was not highlighted 
during the election and 
I think that if the public 
feel passionately about it 
they should write to their 
MP.” 


Road network ‘causes thefts’

RURAL machinery firms have said 
they are being targeted by 
international crime gangs because 
of Oxfordshire's road network. 

Some companies have blamed 
the county's proximity to the M40, 
A34 and M4 for making it attractive 
to thieves who steal large 
expensive machinery. 

The National Farmers Union 
(NFU) revealed rural crime cost 
Oxfordshire £760,000 last year, up 
from £650,000 in 2013. 


NFU's rural affairs specialist Tim 
Price said it had received reports of 
Eastern European gangs targeting 
firms. He said: "They operate by 
locating where desirable tractors 
are kept on the county's farms and 
then loading them on to lorries. 

"They then drive to the Channel 
ports and, once across the 
Channel, transport them to Eastern 
Europe where they are sold on to 
countries across the world." 

One firm that has suffered is 


Turney Groundforce in Bicester, 
which has had a variety of 
machinery stolen, including 
chainsaws and hedge trimmers. 

Domestic sales manager Mike 
Stone said: "Being near to the M40 
has undoubtedly made us 
susceptible to international 
thieves. The trouble is you can 
never know where things have 
gone, but I can only assume that 
they've gone to Europe to be 
re-sold for a lot of money."

Funds of £500k needed to finish unit revamp 


HALF-A-MILLION pounds is needed to help 
transform a 1980s day surgery unit into a modern, 
comfortable facility for Oxfordshire. 

The Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust will 
begin a £1.4m revamp of its unit at the Churchill 
Hospital to make it more comfortable and 
private. 

Work will begin next month to add six 
consultation rooms and replace the 18 
screened-off partitions with 14 beds split across 


single rooms and two-bed and four-bed bays. 

The trust's charitable fund has launched an 
appeal to raise the £500,000 needed to add the 
finishing touches. 

Surgery and oncology general manager Rainer 
Buhler said: "The Churchill is a 21st-century 
healthcare facility. This will bring the day 
surgery up in line with that. But it's also about 
improving the patient experience, giving them 
privacy and comfort." 


When the £109m cancer centre opened at the 
Churchill Hospital in 2009 it doubled the 
hospital's number of theatres from five to ten, 
with 8,000 patients a year now passing through 
the day surgery unit. 

Operations manager Ben Wright said the unit 
needed updating because it was only designed 
for half the capacity. The NHS will only pay for 
the necessities of the upgrade. Fundraising will 
pay for furniture, paintings and decorating.

The site is currently home 
to three agricultural build¬ 
ings used as grain stores and 
the first livestock building, ap¬ 
proved in May, is yet to be built. 

Councillor Michael Gibbard, 
Cherwell’s lead member for 
planning, said: “The develop¬ 
ment is deemed acceptable and 
it is considered that the pro¬ 
posed livestock building would 
not cause detrimental harm to 
the character or appearance of 
the landscape. 

“The proposal is also con¬ 
sidered not to have an adverse 


impact upon the neighbour 
amenity, highway safety or 
ecology of the area.” 

The livestock building, 
which will be to the south of 
Leycroft Barn, would house 
approximately 995 pigs at any 
one time. 

Pigs would be reared there 
until they have reached the 
finishing weight for British 
Quality Pigs which is usually 
at about 22 weeks old. 

A full “odour impact assess¬ 
ment” of the proposed build¬ 
ing ruled that there would be 
no detrimental effects to the 
surrounding area. 

It was agreed that it would 
also create an extra job role of 
stockman. 


Drastic changes considered after cuts 


ESTATES with fewer street 
lights and visits to the elderly 
over Skype are radical changes 
being considered by council 
chiefs in a bid to save further 
millions. 

It comes after Oxfordshire 
County Council warned fresh 
Government cuts - likely to be 
announced this year - could 
leave it with £60m of extra 
savings to make, on top of the 
£284m it will implement by 
2018. 


Council leader Ian Hudspeth 
warned the next wave of cuts 
would be “horrific”, with the 
council forced to focus on 
meeting statutory duties. 

Children’s centres, 
community groups, homeless 
support and youth centres 
could be at risk. 

Mr Hudspeth said: “We have 
got to look at a restructure and 
how we can keep serving the 
most vulnerable.” 

He has instructed his cabinet 


to re-examine “all areas” of 
departments from the ground 
up, to suggest how services can 
be delivered. It is understood 
areas could be merged or cut. 

Care visits may be changed 
to Internet video services. 

Mr Hudspeth said: “There 
has been a big take-up of 
Internet use among the elderly. 
We would never discriminate 
against those who could not 
use it, but perhaps the council 
could use technology”

Schumer is the butt of her 
own expertly targeted jokes and 
generously shares sparkling 
one-liners around the excellent 
ensemble cast. 

In particular, she creates a hys¬ 
terical role for Tilda Swinton, 
as a monstrous magazine editor, 
who demands gung-ho headline¬ 
grabbing titillation. 

Trainwreck is laced with 
enough biting wit and self-ef¬ 
facement to drink The Hangover 
and its imitators under the table. 

At nine, Amy Townsend 
(Schumer) learns a lesson about 
relationships from her embit¬ 
tered father. “Monogamy isn’t 
realistic,” he says and she takes 
those words to her booze-soaked 
heart, enjoying anonymous en¬ 
counters while dating a muscled 
hunk (John Cena). 

Amy works at lifestyle maga¬ 
zine S’Nuff, where editor Dianna 
(Swinton) assigns her a profile 
on sports doctor Aaron Conners 
(Bill Hader).

Cake Bookworm 


How to Be Happy (Or At Least Less 
Sad): A Creative Workbook by Lee 

Crutchley, paperback by Ebury 
Press, £8.99 

One in four of us will experi¬ 
ence some sort of mental health 
problem during the year. Although 
many may only think of the ex¬ 
tremes of mental health, it's clear 
that anxiety and depression can 
be closer to home than we allow 
ourselves to believe. 

Lee Crutchley doesn't claim to offer 
a cure, or claim to have a fool-proof 
method for recovery. While he 
claims this isn't a self-help book, it is 
exactly that in the literal sense. 

He never makes anything difficult 
to understand, and offers snippets 
of his experiences to change his role 
from author to friend, confidant 
and teacher. 

He asks you to think about the 
simpler things in life, for example, 
by writing down good things that 
have happened to you that day, no 
matter how small it may be, and 


helps you to realise how things that 
seem, at times, like the end of the 
world in fact aren't. 

R.I.P by Nigel Williams, hard¬ 
back by Corsair, £18.99 (ebook 
£12.99) 

After a heavy session on the 
parsnip wine, George Pearmain 
would like to be left in peace the 
next morning. Wife Esmeralda 
bemoans his laziness and useless¬ 
ness as she sets about getting 
the house in order for George's 
mother's 99th birthday. Unfortu¬ 
nately, she's popped her clogs and 
when Esmeralda comes to cajole 
George, there's another discovery... 
George is dead too. Two deaths 
wouldn't necessarily seem the most 
apposite starting point for a comic 
novel, but Nigel Williams manages 
to bring a very British sense of 
humour to the matter through his 
disconcerted middle-aged anti-hero 
George. But behind the laughs in 
this murder mystery are touching 


realisations about what it means to 
be married and in love. 

Herman's Holiday by Tom Per- 
cival, paperback by Bloomsbury 
Childrens, £6.99 (ebook £6.98) 

Author-illustrator Tom Percival 
tackles the premise that everyone 
loves a camping trip in this beauti¬ 
ful book. Herman, a bear, and 
raccoon friend Henry set off on an 
adventure, but only Herman finds it 
any fun. While he's roasting marsh¬ 
mallows within five minutes, Henry 
just can't get the hang of putting 
up a tent. The next day, they go 
to buy postcards and here's where 
the fun begins, as the postcards are 
flaps to lift to read the contents. 
Henry's first missive to Aunt 
Winifred is pessimistic: "Have you 
ever been camping? Well, if you 
haven't, DON'T, it's AWFUL." Soon 
mysterious packages arrive and the 
bear transforms the campsite into 
an adventure playground. Funny, 
warm and brilliantly entertaining.

Ferocious Lexus 
but easy to drive

THE snarlingly ferocious 
front-end styling of the Lex¬ 
us RC F is enough to scare 
the life out of small children. 

But what lies under the bonnet 
is more than capable of keeping 
adults awake at night. 

Five litres, eight cylinders and 
471 horsepower is a combination 
comfortably more at home on a 
racetrack than crawling along 
a traffic-clogged Oxfordshire 
road. Indeed, it has already 
proved a success in the Pan- 
Asian Super GT series and Lex¬ 
us has supplied a heavily-modi¬ 
fied 533-horsepower version to 
teams worldwide for entry in the 
GT3 racing series. 

The rear-wheel-drive coupe is 
the Lexus response to the likes 
of BMW’s mighty M4. 

Driving through an eight- 
speed transmission, the new en¬ 
gine gives performance figures 
of nought to 62mph acceleration 
in 4.5 seconds and 50 to 75mph 
in just 3.7 seconds. The potential 
top speed - electronically gov¬ 
erned - is 168mph. 

I don’t intend to debate the 
logic of building such high- 
performance cars for road use, 
especially when many can be 


beastly to manage in day-to-day 
driving. But underneath the RC 
F’s over-the-top bodywork lies a 
car that - whisper this - is actu¬ 
ally extremely easy to drive, has 
two child-sized rear seats and a 
decent-sized boot. 

And, despite the whopping 19- 
inch wheels and racetrack styl¬ 
ing, it is also loaded with equip¬ 
ment. 

That means heated - and 
cooled - seats, seven-inch colour 
satellite navigation, a vibrating 
feedback touchpad controller, 
17-speaker, 835W Mark Levinson 
hi-fi system and air conditioning 
with independent temperature 
control for the left and right- 
hand sides of the cabin. 

But it is the driving experience

The 2016 editions of the AA's 
range of road atlases for Britain 
include more than 136,000 miles of 
roads mapped out in each and 
over 31,000 cities, towns and 
villages; helping motorists find not 
only their destinations, but a 
plethora of hidden gems to 
explore. 

Mike Parker, author of Mapping 
the Roads, said: "The idea, 30 
years ago, that you would plug in 
your brick of a car telephone and it 
would give you precise 
instructions to get you to your 


destination was the stuff of science 
fiction. 

"How times have changed - 
satnavs and now smartphones, in 
turn, have been the fastest-selling 
gadgets in history. But that 
doesn't mean that the paper map 
is dead - farfrom it. A road atlas 
will never lose power or signal. 

"More importantly, it helps you 
see the bigger picture, the context 
of the land through which you're 
travelling. 

"That way, you might spot a 
scenic alternative back road route, 
or unearth an interesting diversion 
on the way. Paper maps help 
remind us that there's much much 
more to our land than tarmac."
